REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The step of causing a latent deadlock to manifest by awakening the first 
thread in response to an event message, the awakened first thread resuming 
requesting the second synchronization object while the second is currently 
holding but not having released the second synchronization object, the latent 
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deadlock manifesting itself when the second thread or a third thread attempts to 
acquire the first synchronization object; and 

detecting the latent deadlock including indicating cause of the latent deadlock in 
a manner enabling a user to remedy problems of the multi-threaded program, 
when taken in the context of claims as a whole, is not uncovered by Burrows. 
Moreover, evidence for the modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary 
skill level in the art was not uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited 
in claims 1 and 9.
